Gentlemen:—This being 
last or nearly your last regular 
meeting of the year it might be in- 
cumberent upon me to render you 
some report as Medical Health 
officer for the last year. 

I may say that as regards to 
specific infectious disease the town 
was and is now comparatively free 
During the early part of the year, 
measles were quite prevalent, but 
no deaths were reported as occur- 
ing from this disease. Isolation 
was carried out in all cases, brought 
to my notice, but the lightness 
with which the public generally 
look up on this disease, nakes it 
almost impossible to become ac- 
quainted with all cases that arise; 

You have been fortunate in es- 
caping another epidemic of Diph- 
theria this year, like unto what oe- 
curred last, and I consider this all 
the more fortunate as the disease 
has existed in towns around us. 

Scarlet fever has been indemic 
to a small degree, cases arising 
here and there during the year. 
Tsolation and disinfection in all 
these cases was strictly carried out 
and the mortality arising from this 
cause as reported to me was one.
